REDEEMER COLLEGE REFLECTIONS 








Sylvia De Bruyne-Taekema, a graduate and 
four-year student at the College represented 
the graduates at the special convocation. 
What follows is her speech, printed by 
permission. . 


President De Bolster, honoured guests, 
faculty, staff, graduates, students, par- 
ents, and friends of Redeemer College: 


It is with a sense of great honour and 
even greater joy that I can bring, this 
afternoon, warm greetings and hearty 


congratulations to the College and its 


community on behalf of the pioneer 
students and first graduating class. 
Speaking here on behalf of my class- 
mates, I find it rather fitting that I am 
graduating today with a major in history; 
for we as graduates now represent, in 
part, the history of Redeemer College. I 
also find somewhat appropriate the date 
of this occasion, centered as it is in the 
harvest time and the season of thanks- 
giving. History and harvest time. To many 
or most of us, these suggest something is 
at an end. Yet today we come together to 
celebrate “new beginnings.” Do the two 
go together at all? 

I have been taught and have myself 
adopted the view that history is not 
something dry and dusty, dead and gone, 
but something directed, living and pur- 
poseful. The present is and can only bea 
response to its past, be it a continuation 
of or a radical turning away from it. And 
from my growing up years on a South- 
western Ontario farm, I have learned not 
only to celebrate the fullness of the 
harvest time, but also that the judging of 
methods and the hopes and plans drawn 
for next year are largely based on the 
success of the crop just taken in. Today, 
the 8th of November, 1986, we as grad- 
uates and as a college community take 
stock of yesterday’s efforts and plan for 
tomorrow accordingly. I believe our past 
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has proved a solid foundation for the 
present and we need not, we dare not, 
turn away from it. Coming together to 
celebrate new beginnings, we celebrate 
also the vision, the faith, the foundation, 
the labour which has brought us through 
the past to this present joyful day. 

As students, we came to the College 
in September of 1982, uncertain of just 
what we were looking for, uncertain of 
just what we might find. Our reasons for 
coming were varied. Admittedly, many of 
us came because we simply did not know 
yet what else to do with ourselves. If we 
did not know the particulars, however, 
we did come seeking one thing — an 
education. And, thank the Lord, we grad- 
uate today having received one. 

But why come to this College for our 
education? Surely there were many more 
schools to choose from. Why choose this 
one — indeed, many may wonder. Many 
more may shrug their shoulders but allow 
our decision in the name of individual 
freedom, including, I suppose, the free- 
dom to make mistakes. There may be 
some who smile and dub our Christian 
focus nice, but not necessary. Indeed, 
there are others who would suggest we 
came here seeking shelter from a reality 
with which we could not cope and who 
charge that the education we receive, 
with all its emphasis on the Bible and 
time “lost’ on developing a “Christian 
mind’, was not a real education at all, nor 
the degrees we receive today real degrees. 

Redeemer College is no shelter from 
the so-called “real” world, and I deny the 
charge that in coming here we have 
somehow missed out on areal education. 
Rather, I submit that in coming here we 
have come further in discovering the 
reality of our existence and have been 
educated in the most real and valuable 
way possible. 

For the reality of our world, be it 
confessed or denied, is that it exists as 
God’s creation, and ours a true education 
that has taught us that we must respond 
to it as caretakers and stewards. The 
reality of our world is that all men are 
brothers in Christ, and ours a true educa- 
tion that has taught us we must relate 
under His law of love and respond with 
justice. The reality of our world is that 
progress and wealth are trusts, gifts, 
blessings that command humility, thanks- 
giving and responsibility. 

The theme and point of it all is 
service. Life is, first of all, service to our 


God and to our neighbour. At Redeemer 
College, the confession remains that 
“learning is for serving.” We worked hard 
at filling all our requirements in philo- 
sophy, languages, history, literature, the 
sciences, but with a confessed Christian 
perspective. Through all our learning our 
education aimed at preparing us to ans- 
wer, “Speak Lord, for your servant hears,” 
and opened our ears to the command to 
“cast your bread upon the waters.” What 
good are the tools, quite plainly, if one 
does not know how to use them? Our task 
in learning and serving is a return to 
reality, to a recognition of accountability 
before the God of creation, the Lord of 
life, the King over all, and to test the 
Spirits and challenge the lie being lived 
and promoted as truth. 

As students we came to Redeemer 
College in the autumn of 1982. As for the 
various committee members, members of 
the administration, faculty, and staff who 
came before us, our coming and commit- 
ment to the College was response in faith. 
Now faith, according to Hebrews 11, is 
being “sure of what we hope for and 
certain of what we do not see.” Some 
things have not to be seen to be believed, 
but believed to be seen. And that Septem- 
ber we saw come into existence the 
College we had hoped for and were 
committed to. 

We and the College began together. 
That is why we feel a special closeness to 
it. We experienced growing pains and 
bursts of energy together, tiredness and 
triumphs. Yes, there were questions and 
conflicts; yes, there were doubts and 
temptations; yes, there were sins and 
shortcomings. But there is no barrier to 
our cause for celebration today. The 
seeds sown in Christian college educa- 
tion in Ontario are bearing fruit. The 
seeds sown by a Christian college edu- 
cation in our lives have reached fruit- 
bearing age. And you reap what you sow. 

I am awestruck by the steps, perhaps I 
should say leaps, the College has taken in 
so short a time. Beach Boulevard — how 
you have grown! Like the Lord’s servant 
Job we can only lay a finger to our 
mouths and confess in our hearts the 
power and blessing of a mighty and 
loving God. I trust too that J, that we all, 
will be awestruck by the steps in service 
these graduates take, responding to the 
challenge of their education.

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On Saturday, November 8, 1986, 
Redeemer College in Ancaster celebrated 
its first commencement and dedicated its 
new 78-acre campus. Attendance reached 
1800 as excited graduates, parents, 
faculty and friends of the College gath- 
ered to witness the impressive ceremony. 

Sylvia De Bruyne-Taekema, repre- 
senting the graduating class, delivered a 
moving speech. She spoke of the special 
place she and her fellow graduates would 
always hold in the history of Redeemer 
College as its very first class. Comparing 
their graduation to the harvest time, she 
noted that although the ceremony marked 
the end of their years at the College, it 
marked the beginning of generations of 
Redeemer College alumni. 

The class of 1986 presented the Col- 
lege with a painting of the Beach Blvd. 
campus where they spent their college 
years “aS a remembrance of Redeemer 
College’s beginnings.” 

After conferring the Bachelor of 
Christian Studies degree on the 40 
graduates, Redeemer College President 
Henry De Bolster extended fond con- 
gratulations on behalf of the College 
to the group that came to Beach Boule- 
vard four years earlier. 

The graduates also received congrat- 
ulations from MP Geoff Scott, MPP Chris 
Ward, and Ancaster Mayor Robert Wade. 

A highlight of the afternoon cere- 
mony was the performance by the 
Redeemer College choir and the Crown- 
ing Brass of a concerto based on the 
hymn “If You But Trust in God to Guide 
You.” Dordt College Music Professor Dale 
Grotenhuis was commissioned by Re- 
deemer College to compose the piece for 
the occasion as the hymn had been a 
special part of every convocation. Groten- 
huis was present to direct his work. 
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An Enduring Perspective 


Dordt College President John Hulst 
delivered the main address of the after- 
noon. Hulst urged the College to main- 
tain its biblical, Reformed perspective, 
even as the College will change to meet 
new challenges in the world. 

Citing examples from American colo- 
nial days, Hulst admonished the College 
to learn from the errors of such famous 


institutions as Yale, Harvard and Prince- 
ton, all of whom were grounded in Chris- 
tian foundations, but soon lost their 
biblical perspective. 

Hulst told the attentive audience that 
for the College to maintain an enduring 
perspective, it would have to remain a 
free institution, embracing the entire 
creation order and holding a consistent, 
Christian worldview. 
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Our confession today as graduates is, 
as we take part in this dedication service: 
“Up to here the Lord has helped us.” Here 
we set a stone and call it Ebenezer. This 
too must be the confession of Redeemer 
College as it celebrates the harvest time 
and, we pray, may continue to be its 
direction as it embarks on “new begin- 
nings.” We thank the College and its 


community and praise the Lord for your 
faith and commitment to real education 
in the past. We congratulate you and give 
thanks with you in the present. And we 
challenge and encourage you, as you 
have us, to continue into the future, 
holding fast to your commitment. May 
the Lord bless you! 


Presentation of the gift 


The graduates would also like to 
present a gift to Redeemer College, a 
painting of our old campus, recalling not 
merely the building, for the College was 
and is certainly more than its facilities, 
but as a reminder of our foundation and 
the challenge to continue in the way. 
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Hulst asserted that Redeemer College 
must remain free from both government 
and church intervention if it will fulfill its 
calling as a reformed academic institu- 
tion. “While the government must super- 
vise and protect the sphere of education 
in society, political interference would 
destroy the essence of the College.” 

Hulst maintained that the College's 
relationship with the church must be one 
of cooperation. “Only if Redeemer College 
is free from inner control of the church 
can it function as a reformed, Christian, 
academic institution.” 


. Referring again to higher education 
in early American history, Hulst pointed 
out that after the early colleges drifted 
from their original perspective, a revival 
movement led to the establishment of 
“Bible” schools, functioning solely for 
the study of the Scriptures. 

“For Redeemer College to follow their 
example would be to neglect vast areas. 
God redeemed us and creation. Redeemer 
College’s responsiblity is to reflect the 
unity and diversity of creation, and pre- 
pare students to labour in all of creation.” 

Hulst urged the College to retain its 
consistent, Christian worldview. He spoke 
of the Christian community in conflict 
with an increasingly secular society, the 
enemy being anything short of the Chris- 
tian life system. He warned that the 
College must hold the view that God is 
sovereign and that the Bible speaks to all 
areas Of life. “Redeemer College’s educa- 
tion must work from a comprehensive 
biblical perspective, addressing all major 
areas of study.” 


An Ebenezer 


Congratulations and greetings were 
delivered from many other schools and 
associations. Among many dignitaries 
present for the occasion, Dr. Anthony 
Diekema congratulated Redeemer Col- 
lege on behalf of Calvin College and the 
Association of Reformed Colleges. Dr. 
Alvin Lee brought salutations from 
McMaster University and the 85 degree- 
granting institutions in the Association 
of Universities and Colleges of Canada. 

Referring to the new campus as “an 
ebenezer’, Christian College Coalition 
representative Dr. Jerry Herbert called 
the ceremony “tremendously inspiring.” 





An Empty Field 


Mr. Roland Jonker, Vice President of 
Reinders & Associates, presented Board 
Chairman Nicolaas van Duyvendyk with 
the Key to the College. Jonker was chief 
architect and project manager for the 
building of the new $13.3 million campus. 

Jonker explained that because archi- 
tecture is not sculpture, the new campus 
was not a piece of art simply to be 


admired. In architecture, only the use of 


a structure over time gives it meaning. 
As he stood on the stage, gazing 
around the packed auditorium with its 


array of floral arrangements, he recalled 
standing in nearly the same spot eighteen 
months earlier, looking around an empty 
farmer's field, trying to envision the new 
Campus they were about to create. 

He compared the work to that of the 
farmer’s in the spring. “The farmer gets 
off his tractor and looks back over the 
field he just plowed, rich soil in perfectly 
straight furrows. But what is it but an 
empty field? Until it has been planted and 
harvested, the field has no meaning.” 

“That is what this new campus is— an 
empty field. For Redeemer College, the 
harvest has just begun.” 
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Athletics at Redeemer College! It is 
the heartfelt wish of those of us involved 
with the athletic program at Redeemer 
College to enable students to use their 
special God-given athletic talents and at 
the same time to contribute to school 
spirit. 

There are students at the College who 
feel a need to express themselves athlet- 
ically and see this as an important part of 
who they are as people. As staff and 
faculty we attempt to provide an environ- 
ment in which the Christian student- 
athletes can use their particular skills in a 
competitive situation that will both chal- 
lenge the individual/team and allow them 
to witness to others that we are different 
because the Lord our God is in control of 
every aspect of our lives. 

To this end, our teams compete in the 
Ontario College Athletic Association 
(OCAA) and the Niagara College Hockey 
League (NCHL). In the OCAA our stu- 
dents compete with teams from Mohawk 
College, Fanshawe College, Niagara Col- 
lege, etc. ‘These schools have been kind 
and helpful to us, but it is obvious they 
Operate secular programs. This has pro- 
vided challenging situations for the 
Redeemer College athletes and coaches 
as they compete. It has had its frustrating 
moments but also its rewarding ones. 
Officials and coaches have come up to 
our teams and remarked on how much 
they have enjoyed our spirit of play and 
sportsmanship. (We tend not to argue 
with officials. In one game, when the 
opposition had only 7 players for a soccer 


match, our coach played 9 and left 13 on | 
the sidelines. The other teams in the | 
tournament played them with full teams.) |

As the teams work their way through 
their various schedules, they have had 
numerous people come up to them and 
ask, “What is Redeemer College?” and 
“What do you offer there?”

Let me tell you a little about the sports 
we Offer at Redeemer College, and some 
of what each team has been able to 
accomplish thus far. 

The women’s soccer team managed to 
place third in OCAA Soccer Champion- 
ships and came home with bronze medal- 
lions. They learned much. from their 
coach Ron Smouter and look forward to 
next year. Special thanks goes to Lamb- 
ton Christian High School who allowed 
the team to stay in the school building 
overnight for the Friday to Saturday 
tournament. 

The men’s soccer team had a little 
tougher go of it than did the women. 
Many of the teams they came up against 
had players from provincial club teams 
and even one former professional player. 
The Royals learned much about soccer 
themselves and each other during the 
course of the season. | 

The best kept secret on campus was 
the fact that we also had a cross-country 
team which consisted of three women 
and one lonely man. One of its members, 
Joyce Van Gurp, placed second in her age 
category in the “Run for the Grapes” and 
she was our highest finisher in the OCAA 
Championships, crossing the line in 16th 
place. 

The hockey team had a very suc- 
cessful season last year, having won 


the NCHL Championship. They have 
hopes of repeating their victory this year 
while the other teams in the League seem 
determined not to let this happen. The 
team, at this point in the season, has won 
five of their games, lost five and tied one. 


The women’s volleyball team has one 
year of OCAA competition behind it, as 
last year they played some exhibition 
games. A combination of returning 
players and first year students has made 
for a strong and talented group of young 
women. Thus far this season they have 
finished third in their first two tourna- 
ments and have placed Betty Dykerman, 
a hitter from PEI, on an All-Star Team. 

The men’s volleyball team is in much 
the same position as the men’s soccer 
team. They are in their first year of OCAA 
play and are gaining valuable experience 
in skills, strategy and team play. It will be 
interesting to watch this group as they 
progress through their schedule. 


The above-mentioned teams make up 
the Redeemer College Athletic program. 
Although we do keep track of our wins 
and losses as do other intervarsity teams, 
this is not the main purpose of our 
athletic program. We, who work and play 
in the athletic program, see it as an 
extension of the College’s statement of 
faith and of the motto “Learning is for 
Serving.” Through athletic competition 
we are learning more about ourselves and 
each other, and how we can best serve the 
Lord and bear witness for Him. We are 
gaining a better understanding of the gifts 
and abilities with which the Lord has 
blessed us and how we can use them for 
His honour and glory.

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Evangelical Fellowship Visits Redeemer College

Facts About Administration 


Redeemer College now has a beautiful 
Campus and, from everything we can 
gather, the quality of education given to 
its students is at least equal to other 
Christian colleges and the universities. 
But how are the members to determine if 
the administration is efficient and 
whether the salaries paid are in line with 
other institutions? In this article we hope 
to provide you with some information to 
help determine the answers for yourself. 


Administrative Overhead 


Some people say, “It seems that there 
are many non-teaching staff at Redeemer 
College. How does that total expenditure 
on non-teaching staff compare to other 
institutions?” 

At the public universities in Ontario, 
the amount spent on non-teaching staff 
in relation to teaching staff is about 1.6 to 
1. At the Christian colleges in the USA the 
ratio is about 1 to 1. At Redeemer College 
the ratio is .84 to 1. 


Salaries at Redeemer College 


Redeemer College has recently be- 
come a member of the Christian College 
Coalition, an organization of 70 Christian

colleges and universities in the USA and 
now also in Canada. One of the services 
provided by the Coalition is a Salary 
Survey. The most recent survey was com- 
pleted on October 31, 1986. 

The salary survey showed that the 


President of Redeemer College is the 


lowest paid of all presidents of the report- 
ing institutions. As a matter of fact, 
Redeemer College ranked far below aver- 
age pay in all the administrative areas. 
The salary ranking was from 1, the highest 
paid, to 55, the lowest paid. Redeemer 
College ranked 49th overall in the admin- 
istrative areas. 

As far as teaching staff is concerned, 
the Redeemer College faculty did much 
better when compared to all institutions 
reporting. Our College ranked 19th out of 
52 in faculty salaries. 


Operating Costs at Redeemer College 


One other important factor to con- 
sider is the operating cost per student at 
Redeemer College compared to other 
Christian colleges. Operating costs trans- 
late directly into tuition and housing 
costs. In a Zime Inc publication last year, 
Calvin College was identified as a “best 
buy” college. This meant that the cost of

Calvin College is about the lowest of all 
four-year colleges in the USA. The gross 
cost at Redeemer College for the 1986-87 
year is only $50 higher than at Calvin 
College. However, the average financial 
aid given by Calvin College to Canadian 
students was $2,545, while the average 
financial aid at Redeemer College was 
$3,100. (All figures are converted to US 
dollars.)

Elsewhere in this issue you will note 
our advertisement featuring these certifi- 
cates. We are excited about being able to 
offer them because they provide a way 
for parents, grandparents, other rela- 
tives, friends, and employers, to give the 
gift of education; a gift that will provide 
for all or part of one year’s education at 
Redeemer College; a gift that is suitable 
for birthdays, graduation, or any ocCa- 
sion of your choice, that will have lasting 
value for future Redeemer College 
students. 

Education Gift Certificates represent 
substantial savings to the purchaser and 
holder. They are usually acquired in 
amounts that represent a percentage of 
the education cost of one year at 
Redeemer College. The cost of the certifi- 
cate is determined by the number of 
years to maturity of the certificate. The 
year of maturity can be geared to the year 
the prospective student would normally 
begin post-secondary education. The 
maturity date can be from one to eigh- 
teen years. The earlier one buys a certifi- 
cate, the lower the purchase price will be. 
For example, based on current numbers, 
grandparents can purchase a one- percent 
certificate for a new born grandchild at a 
mere cost of $40.56. By way of compari- 
son, if the grandchild is already seven 
years old, a similar certificate would cost 
$56.33. Redeemer College guarantees the 
beneficiary of a certificate at maturity 
and for seven years thereafter, the right 
to receive the same percentage of one 
year’s education cost at Redeemer Col- 
lege as stated on that certificate, regard- 
less of the level to which tuition costs 
may have risen by then. 


Frequently, we are asked what hap- 
pens if the beneficiary for whom you now 
purchase an Education Gift Certificate 
decides not to attend Redeemer College 
upon completion of high school. To 
make the benefits of your gift as flexible 
as possible, we have provided three 
options. Firstly, the beneficiary will be 
able to obtain the Cash Surrender Value 
(C.S.V.) of the certificate. The C.S.V. con- 
sists of the original purchase price 
($40.56 in the earlier example), plus the 
difference between the education value 
of the certificate at time of purchase 
(currently $81.12) and at the time of 
surrender (estimated at $164.33, assum- 
ing education cost which is tied to infla- 
tion will increase at a constant rate of 4% 
per annum over the next eighteen years). 
This calculation results in a Cash Sur- 
render Value of $123.77. To summarize:

As a second option, you may request 
Redeemer College to substitute a differ- 
ent beneficiary of your choice, while the 
certificate remains valid for seven more 
years past maturity. 


Thirdly, you may choose to donate 
the education value of the certificate (the 
estimated $164.33 at maturity mentioned 
above) to the Redeemer College Bursary 
Fund, and obtain a charitable donation 
receipt for a like amount in exchange.
